which are to be placed in grocery 
shopping bags and placed at the 
curb for pickup. 

Some objection was raised by 
Selectman Alan French at the 
selectmen’s meeting Monday 
night on the manner in which the 
recyclable material was to be 
placed. 

French insisted that con- 
tainers, such as barrels could be 
utilized. 

Department of Public Works 
Director said that the recycling 
committee members had agreed 
that the grocery bag seemed to 
be the best method and most 
economical as of the moment and 
the majority of the board follow- 
ed this guideline. : 

All residents of the town will be 
receiving a letter this week out- 
lining the general instructions for 
the collection service. 

The refuse must be placed in 
the red plastic bags available at 
six cents each at several Andover 
stores. These will be the only 
containers picked up. No metal 
or plastic barrels, boxes or other 
containers will be accepted by 
the general contractor. 

Residents are permitted six 
plastic bags per week. Bundles of 
brush will be accepted if they do 
not exceed four feet in dimen- 
sion. 

It is adviseable to lightly apray 
the plastic bags with ammonia 
before bing placed at the curb to 
repel animals. 

While the recycling program is 
being instituted, it is to be 
carried out on a completely 


voluntary basis. Several in- 
quiries have been made to town 
officials regarding this service. 

Thos who choose not to 
seperate the recyclable material 
may place the material in the red 
plastic bag. But, in view of the 
maximum regulation, it is 
likewise adviseable to seperate 
the goods, making ample use of 
both services, the recycling com- 
mittee points out. 


Donald Craig, the local con- 
tractor will schedule pickup of 
bulky items, such as discarded 
appliances on a specified day per 
month and may be contacted for 
this service. 


The garbage collection will 
continue according to the 
schedule which has been in 
operation for the past several 
years. This portion of the collec- 
tion service is being handled by 
Nabydoski Brothers of West An- 
dover. 


South Shore, the general con- 
tractor, will be depositing the 
refuse at the Braintree in- 
cinerator. 


The Chandler Road landfill 
operation will cease as of closing 
time on Saturday. The state 
health authorities have rescinded 
the assignment of the area for 
continued landfill operations due 
to polluting of the Fish Brook 
watershed area. 


It is expected that the former 
dump will be utilized for the 
deposit of brush, grass clippings 
and recyclable materials later, 
as soon as the mechanics of such 
operation can be worked out.

Summer 
Exhibit 
At Museum 


A special exhibition of the 
Museum of Fine Arts’ world- 
famous collection of luminous 
Impressionist paintings is the 
ideal summer exhibition for 
Boston. Impressionism: French 
and American, on view June 15 
through October 14, is the first 
chance to see the Museum’s most 
popular paintings together in 
newly painted galleries which br- 
ing out their brilliance. 

Landscapes, portraits, and still 
lifes by French masters Manet, 
Monet, Renoir, Degas, Pissarro, 
Sisley and Cezanne are com- 
plemented by the work of 
American artists including 
Childe Hassam, Maurice 
Prendergast and Mary Cassatt. 
Thirty-four paintings by Monet, 
one of the largest groups in the 
country, highlight the central ex- 
hibition gallery with views of the 
French countryside and the 
sparkling sea coast. 

The exhibition celebrates 
Boston’s unique relationship to 
the Impressionist movement. 
Most of the Museum’s paintings 
reflect the taste of 19th century 


Bostonians who were among the 
first to collect the Impressionist 
paintings when they were still 
scorned by the French public. 
These collectors were initially 
encouraged by American artists, 
Mary Cassatt and Lilla Cabot 
Perry, once a student at the 
Museum School who often visited 
Monet in France. 

Boston also held the country’s 
first exhibition of a single Im- 
pressionist painter, Monet, at the 
St. Botolph Club in 1892. Twenty- 
one paintings in that show were 
loaned by Boston collectors, and 
many of these are now on view in 
the Museum’s exhibition. 

Boston was also a vital center 
of the American Impressionist 
movement. Several of the major 
Impressionists including Childe 
Hassam, Frank Benson, Edmund 
Tarbell and J. Alden Weir, were 
among the Boston artists who 
studied Impressionism in Paris. 
Visitors can explore the achieve- 
ment of these artists and com- 
pare their paintings to those 
from France. 


The Impressionist movement 
began in France in the 1870’s. 
The Museum’s exhibition ranges 
from Manet, whose realist pain- 
tings pioneered Impressionism, 
to Cezanne, who used Im- 
pressionist techniques for a style 
that laid the foundations of 20th 
century art. Most paintings in 
the exhibition reflect the Im- 
pressionist’s interest in cap- 
turing the infinitely changing 
effects of light. 

Monet’s painting, LaJaponaise, 
brilliant after its recent cleaning, 
is dramatically installed at the 
top of the Museum staircase. 
Other striking French master- 
pieces include both Degas’ 
Carriage at the Races which 
was shown at the first Im- 
pressionist exhibition in 1874, and 
his Race Horses at Longchamps, 
the first Impressionist paintings 


acquired by the Museum in 1903.

There’s a birthday next week. 

A rather important one, in which we all participate in 
some way. 

July 4, 1973, marks the 197th anniversary of the signing 
of our independence. ; 

Standing three years short of the bicentennial obser- 
vance of the signing of the Declaration of Independence, 
we find ourselves, as a nation, witness to a scandal in- 
volving our political system. 

But, it is of such things, which prove our greatness as a 
nation, and place us in debt to the foresight of the small 
band of men whose courage forged the precious con- 
stitutional document through which we govern ourselves. 

This in no way condones the actions of the Watergate 
mess nor does it tend to lighten the burden of respon- 
sibility of Congress and the Justice department in clean- 
sing the nation of this blot. 

Historically, however, and unfortunately, to an extent, 
it has taken such things as-the current scandal, to 
strengthen this country and unite its people. 


Farewell 


It might be appropriate to have a little valedictory for 
the dump this week. 

After almost a quarter century of a controversial life, 
the Chandler Road landfill operation will formally be 
locked up Saturday night. 

If forecasts of its possibilities materialize, some day a 
promising youngster may belt a homerun over the fence 
there. Or, as part of the town’s recreation areas, 
residents may relax on a park bench perched over tons of 
buried, shredded IRS forms. Trenched, buried tires 
topped once then covered with impervious material may 
provide the location for family picnics some day. 

But, as for now, the area is to become the former 
dump. 

New lifestyles are about to emerge. 

No longer will there be the family trek to the dump on 
Saturday. New excuses must now be found to dodge the 
Saturday paint job, the lawn cutting, or whatever chore 
could easily be shunted aside by the traditional trek to 
the refuse depository. 

Politicians will have to find a new location for their 
campaign forums. Local state and even national leaders 


dover voters. 

All of this ends Saturday when the gate is locked for the 
final time on the Chandler Road location. 

‘No doubt it will take considerable policing to maintain 
it as a site for deposit of branches, grass clippings and 
recyclable materials as currently proposed. 

It might also be well to keep the area as a relief valve, 
pending future state directives regarding the solid waste 
problems facing not only Andover, but all communities. 


Recycling 


As part of the new trash pickup program being in- 
stituted next week, there will be a recycling project un- 
der town-taxpayer sponsorship. : 

The project was instituted out of public urging. 

Ecology minded as the present era is, the program 
allows Andover to be a leader in moving toward a better 
environment which is a noble cause. 

But it will only work, if there is general co-operation 
among the townspeople. 

The contractor picking up the recyclable material will 
be following the same schedule as the refuse pickup 
truck. In other words those people being served on Mon- 
day next week by placing their red bags of refuse at the 
curb, should also deposit their shopping bags of discarded 
papers at the same time. 

The recycling program is entirely voluntary and depen- 
dant on co-operation of the townspeople for success. 

Strong efforts by local residents brought about the 
program. 


It has been the sudden jolt of crises which has jarred a 
sometimes lethargic public to appreciation of the 
freedoms the constitution guarantees and action to

Americans by the thousands have proven over these 
many years, the faith of the founding fathers who affixed 
their names to the Declaration. 

In the 197 years that have followed, the wisdom, 
foresight and guidelines of the constitutional signators 
have been affirmed and strengthened. 

It seems safe to predict that continued faith in follow- 
ing their dictates insures the continued strength of the 


Republic. 


Continued effort on the part of all is required to make it 


work. 


A minimum of effort is needed to separate the 
recycable materials as designated each week. 

Support of the townspeople’s desires as approved at 
town meeting can be accomplished through that little ex- 


tra effort beginning Monday.

Contrary to popular opinion, the local merchants are 
not profiting from the sale of the red plastic bags for the 
public refuse pickup program. 

Those stores which are offering the bags to Andover

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What Our Readers Say 


To the Editor of 
TOWNSMAN: 

I am writing this letter with 
regard to the Lawrence Dump 
Crisis. 

When asked to supply the 100 
acre site, the town of Methuen 
countered Lawrence with a 
barrage of political rhetoric 
claiming that the Camp, Dresser 
and McKee recommendation to 
place the sanitary landfill system 
in their community was 
“‘slanted’”’ and “loaded against 
Methuen.” When asked to assist, 
Andover and North Andover 
likewise refused to help 
Lawrence out of its ecological 
mess. Are the three Greater 
Lawrence suburbs so ecological- 
ly balanced and do they have 
such superior systems of waste 
disposal that they can afford to 
censure the city of Lawrence for 
its unfortunate dump crisis? Cer- 
tainly not! All three towns are 
operating illegal dumps. 

Neither the city of Lawrence 
nor the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts have anything to 
offer in the way of an immediate 
solution to the problem. Maybe 
the trouble is that we’ve already 
found the solution, but we refuse 
to accept it. What I am 
suggesting is that Lawrence shut 
down its incinerator. At the same 
time, the suburbs of Andover, 
North Andover and Methuen 
Should transform their dump 
sites into sanitary landfill 
locations. Each town would con- 
tinue to dispose of its own waste 
in its own landfill while 
Lawrence would alternate its 
dumping location periodically in 
each community. This action 
would be accompanied by each 
town’s organization of a full scale 
recycling program similar in 
proportions to each town’s per- 
sent garbage pick-up system. 
Most importantly though, serious 
planning would begin for the con- 
struction of a regional recycling 
plant. ¢ 

I would also like to make a 
comment on the way the com- 
munities have handled the dump 
crisis and the proposals to end it. 
When the Camp, Dresser and 
McKee solid waste disposal study 
was first released and sent to the 
town of Methuen for review, it 
was hoped that fair and careful 
consideration would be given to 
what the report had to say. 
Instead, the Methuen Town Coun- 
cil, at a meeting which might be 
considered bizarre at best, 
railroaded the issue through with 
no chance of spokesmanship on 
the side of those who supported 
the recommendations. Similarly, 
Andover and North Andover 
Selectmen have assumed the 
voice of the general public and 
have refused to participate in a 
regional project. The fact of the 
matter may very well be that the 
residents of the three com- 
munities felt just as their elected 
officials do; and even if they 
didn’t we would never hear about 
it because the towns’ fathers 
would railroad the issue just as 
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was done in Methuen.

That 
spokesman should be a regional 
environmental protection 
organization. 

It is completely plausible to 
believe that had there been such 
a regional environmental protec- 
tion organization when the Camp. 
Dresser and McKee report first 
became the object of political 
scrutiny, the entire Lawrence 
Dump Crisis might have been 
solved by now. But, there’s no 
use in talking about what might 
have been. We must face 
tomorrow bravely and unite 
before it is too late!

_ available within various schools 
to parents who work for coopera- 


tion of teachers and principals. 

“T know what it’s like to be dis- 
appointed, and to have to go back 
to sell more people on a plan 
before getting it approved,’’ the 
superintendent told them -- a 
fact repeated before.the evening 
was over. 

Seifert’s administrative 
streamlining reorganization, re- 
quested by the school committee 
in April, and universally praised 
by them in May, failed to pass at 
this June meeting, and is tabled 
until July 2. 

The reorganization will come 
up again at a meeting Monday, 
July 2, because of reservations 
voiced by Committeemen John 
Wragg and John Lyons. 

Committeeman John Wragg in- 
itiated the tabling motion, after 
legal counsel for Job Supervisor 
William Igoe raised objections 
over Igoe’s sliding down the 
reorganization chart into a 
teaching (vocational counseling) 
category, from an administrative 
one. 

Supervisors’ positions are 
eliminated in the reorganization 
proposal and job descriptions cir- 
culated Tuesday night, in favor of 


the positions of program ad- . 


visors, who will be teaching at 
least 50 percent of their time. 

Seifert said that since Igoe’s 
vocational counseling work will 
be dealing directly with students, 
it belongs in the teaching 
category, not the administrative 
category. 

Igoe’s counsel complained of 
insufficient notice. 

This is not the first shift for 
Igoe, who formerly was guidance 
director. He was transferred last 
September to job supervisor, 
although his salary of $18,717 was 
not cut back. Under the 


reorganization, Igoe’s counseling 


would come under guidance, one 
of the responsibilities of the posi- 


t 
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tion of program advisor for pupil 
services. . 

Committeeman John Lyons 
joined his reservations to those 
of Wragg. Lyons expressed sur- 
prise that the ‘new position of 
secondary school assistant 
superintendent, discussed for a 
month as a tradeoff for the pre- 
gent personnel manager’s posi- 
tion, would be a full-time posi- 
tion. 

Lyons said he assumed that the 
new assistant superintendency 
for secondary schools would be 
the part-time job of one of the 
secondary school principals, who 
presumably would be a part-time 
principal. 


Seifert preferred tabling the 
whole reorganization to trying 
for piecemeal approval. It will 
come up Monday, July 2, at 
Stowe School. The South School 
principalship was settled Tues- 
day night with the election of 
John Woodward of Wayland, and 
the acting principal of Doherty 
School may well be elected at 
Monday’s meeting, to settle the 
two most pressing administrator 
vacancies. 


Bus drivers’ bids were also 
tabled until Monday, from 
William Lane’s fear that the $600- 
plus increase might violate the 
federal freeze regulations.

Weil got committee approval of a. 


B.R. Jones Roofing Company’s 
$21,630 bid for repair of the South 
School roof; a chronic problem 
which became acute last year, 
necessitating buckets in the prin- 
cipal’s office. 


The committee also approved 
awarding Honeywell the service 


and repair bid for heating and air’ 


conditioning of Bancroft and the 
high school, for $11,200 and $13;- 
900, and awarding Johnson Co. 
the bid for the same at West 
Elementary School, for $11,288. 


The committee rejected the 
bid of Miele Hot Top for expan- 
ding the high school parking lot, 
requested by the high school’s 
student Advisory Committee, 
although Weil and Principal 
Philip Wormwood urged the 33 
percent expansion of the parking 
area for safety and convenience 
reasons. The committee said it 
was time for frugality, and urged 
the administration to tighten 
safety rules enforcement on 
‘parking in front of the high 
school.
